Dancing and Impassioned 
Love Scenes on Stage In- 
tensify Sex Appeal—Jane 
Addams Tells About the

Chicago, June 16.—George J. Knee- 
land did some plain talking to dele- 
gates to the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in convention here to- 
day. Mr. Kneeland is director of the 
department of investigation of the 
American Social Hygiene association 
and his remarks were based on sta- 
tistics gathered by his department and 
on the reports of investigators. 

He found that a prolific source of 
supply to commercialized vice comes 
from girls between the ages of 15 and 
18 years, the dangerous age of the de- 
velopment of the racial instinct, and 
that a startling minority comes from 
homes other than those of poverty and 
ignorance. 

Histories of 300 Girls. 

Mr. Kneeland’s agents in the last 

year have gathered histories of 300 
girls not yet professionally immoral, 
but well started on the downward 
path. Contrary to the general impres- 
sion and the reports of some investi- 
gators that the majority of these girls 
are feeble-minded or subnormal, Mr. 
Kneeland said that most of the girls 
are inteHigent. 
“Some. of. them,” he asserted, “‘come 
from such homes as yours. Some live 
at home in idleness and ease. They 
are typical American girls, daughters 
of respectable and prosperous parents. 
But it is only fair to say that the ma- 
jority are poor and ignorant.” 

All through the reports of agents 
the speaker found certain character- 
istics among the girls. They were re- 
bellious toward home and parents; 
they are suspicious and scornful of 
boy friends whom they call “boobs.” 
Desiring secrecy they prefer to meet 
strangers and married men.

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MASSACRE OF GREEKS 
CHARGED TO THE TURKS 


Priests, Old Men and Children 
Are Reported Slain-——Bodies 
Are Thrown Into Well. 


Athens, Greece, June 16.—Greek refu- 
gees from Asia Minor today brought 
reports of the massacre by Turks of 
100 Greeks, including priests, old men 
and children, in the town of Phokia, 
twenty-five miles northwest of Smyrna. 

The town, according to the official 
report, was invaded by a horde of arm- 
ed _ eel who looted and then set fire 
to all the They are said 
to have been the Turkish 
police. 

The inhabitants, most of whom were 
Greeks, fled, leaving their property be- 
them, and 3,800 of them have 
Saloniki. They declare that 
the bodies of the massacred people 
were thrown into wells.

Business Blocked 
Sale of Two Battleships 
Is Opposed. 


Washington, June 16.—Plans of the 
navy department to sell the battleships 
Idaho and Mississippi to some Euro- 
pean power to build modern dread- 
nought with the money were blocked 
tonight in the house. Such formidable 
opposition to the proposal developed 
that Chairman Padgett of the naval 
committee conferred with department 
officials and announced that it would 
not be pressed. 

Later the house, after waiting in ses- 
sion for four hours while the sergeant- 
at-arms rounded up a quorum, dis- 
agreed to the senate amendment to the 
naval appropriation bill providing for 
the sale of the ships and sent the entire 
bill back to the conferénce. It was au- 
thoritatively announced that the senate 
conferees would not insist on their 
amendment. 

The house presented an 
scene from late today until 
ment came about 10 o'clock. Points of 
no quorum had made it impossible to 
proceed with business and members 
with the doors of the house locked 
idled in their seats and cloak rooms 
for two hours. Finally Representa- 
tive Hawley, of Oregon, organized a 
chorus with himself as leader, and the 
whole floor joined in singing ‘Home 
sweet Home,” “Suwanee River,” “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” and “My Bonnie 
Lies Over the Ocean.”

An American newspaper Man was 
seated in the information bureau when 
the soldiers burst into the room. 
They ordered Perez Abreu, in charge 
of the bureau, not to touch a paper. 
The same soldiers, in personal com- 
mand of the Juarez commander, short- 
ly before had taken over supervision 
of the telegraph office adjoining. The 
American finally slipped through the 
line of soldiers and arrived here.

Private advices received here at a 
late hour told of similar action in tak- 
ing over Carranza .offices at Chihuahua 
city and Torreon, evidently placing the 
entire northern part of Mexico in the 
power of Villa's mil&tary leaders. 

In addition to the information bu- 
reau and telegraph, it later was learn- 
ed that the customs house and the 
treasury department at Juarez had 
been confiscated by Villa's officers. 

H. Perez Abreu, Carranza’'s publicity 
agent, was reported as jailed, and it 
was made known that nearly all of the 
Alberto Pani had been 
arrested. Pani has been in charge of 
the treasury départment at Juarez and 
has been the trusted relay man in re- 
cent exchanges between Carranza from 
Saltillo and Rafael Zuburan at Wash- 
ington, who in turn. transferred the 
messages to the mediators at Niagara.

ANGERED VILLA. 

Although Villa's persistent military 
successes had occasioned speculation 
regarding his relation with Carranza, 
the matter did not receive serious con- 
sideration until the appointment by 
Carranza of General Panfilo Natera as 
commander of a newly-created mili- 
tary zone. Natera’s appointment placed 
him in charge of a strip of country 
which Villa previously had planned to 
invade, including the yet uncaptured 
eity of Zacatecas. Natera attacked 
Zacatecas while Villa remained at Tor- 
reon, viewing the experiment from the 
rear.

VILLA’S RESIGNATION 
GENERALLY REPORTED. 

Laredo, Texas, June 16.—Dispatches 
from El Paso that the bureau of in- 
formation and telegraph office in Jua- 
rez had been taken over forcibly by 
soldiers under Colonel Tomas Ornelas, 
a supporter of General Villa, caused 
much comment here on account of re- 
ports in official cireles that Villa had 
resigned as second chief of the consti- 
tutionalist army. No confirmation of 
these reports was available tonight. 

[t was rumored in official circles that 
Villa would become governor of the 
State of Chihuahua, succeeding Fidel 
Avila, who has been holding the post 
temporarily. In case Villa has resign- 
ed, it is believed here that Felipe An- 
geles, at present secretary of war for 
the constitutionalists, will succeed him. 

Constitutionalists here expect General 
Carranza to call together the chief 
army officers of the various brigades 
of Villa's army to choose his successor 
in case -the latter has resigned.

Ireland Disaster. 


Quebec, June 16.—Evidence amplify-'

ing the Known contentions in 
to the cause of the disaster to the Em- 
press of Ireland at Father Point, in 
the St. Lawrence, May 29, in which over 
one thousand lives were lost, was 


brought out at today’s opening session | 


of the Dominion investigating commis- 
sion, of which Lord Mersey, of the Brit- 
ish house of peers, is chairman. 

So far the main arguments of Cap- 
tain Kendall, of the Empress, that he 
was stationary when rammed by the 
collier Storstad, and of the owners of 
the collier that the Empress plied her- 
self in front of the Norwegian vessel, 
which had the right-of-way, were 
emphasized. Captain Kendall was on 
the stand for several hours and gave 
a straightforward account of the 
aster, 
at the Rimouski inquest. 

Why He Stopped Ship. 

Questioned by Lord Mersey as to why 
he stopped his ship when he had turned 
his green light to that of the Storstad, 
in conformity with navigation rules, 
he claimed he took the step as a safe- 
guarding measure, owing to the fog. 
He could not be induced by the lawyer 
for the Storstad, C. S. Haight, of New 
York, to admit that his boat could have 
drifted in front of the Storstad unless 
the collier had changed her course after 
the fog hid her from him, which was 
the case, in his opinion. 

That the collier had not changed her 
course after first sighting the Empress, 
though abortive attempts had been 
made to port her helm after she had 
been slowed down, and that the Em- 
press was crossing her bows, were the 
principal points made in the testimony 
of Alfred Tuftenes, first officer of the 
Storstad. This witness also repeated 
the story that the Empress’ sailors re- 
fused to go back in boats to carry on 
rescue work after once reaching the 
Storstad. 

Mr. Haight supplemented the evi- 
dence of Tuftenes, at the request of 
Lord Mersey, by giving as his explana- 
tion of the disaster a belief that the 
big liner thought she could cross the 
bows of the slow-going collier and that 
her helm was ordered ported by one 
officer and starboarded by another, 
suggesting a confusion of orders that 
ee Kendall indignantly repudi- 
ated. 


Horror of the Disaster. 


New chapters illustrating the horror 
of the disaster were added by Captain 
Kendall in his testimony, the most 
Startling being a description of how a 
sheet of flame burst from the Empress 
after she was rammed, the prow of the 
collier evidently penetrating clear 
through her boilers. 

No agreement could be had from the 
testimony today as to the whistles 
blown by the vessels, though Lord Mer- 
sey discovered, when examining the 
Storstad’s first officer, that he had 
blown a signal indicating that the col- 
lier was stopped and immediately aft- 
erwards had given an order to go ahead 


slowly. 

Captain Kendall also acknowledged 
that, although he Knew a collision was 
inevitable when the Storstad came at 
the Empress in the fog, 
after it had occurred that the orde? 
to close the water-tight compartments 
was given, by which time three com- 
partments had been exposed to the sea. 

“You have sunk my ship. You were 
going full speed.’ 

This was the accusation Captain 
Kendall declared he hurled at Captain 
Anderson, of the Storstad, after being 
rescued by one of the collier’s boats. 
The charge came after the British nav- 
igator had described how the tragedy 
took place. 

Not Enough Seamen. 

One of the witnesses today was 
George J. Gibson, who represented 
sailors and firemen. He suggested to 
the court that there were not suffi- 
cient able seamen on the liner. He 
claimed there were only 28 in all, and 
that this was not enough to take care 
of the vessel's 43 boats. 6rd Mersey 
questioned Captain Kéndall on this 
point. The captain declared the boats 
were not short-handed.

In one of the largest mill centers of North Carolina, ‘‘out of one 
hundred and thirteen deaths among the families of cotton mill workers 
twenty-four under two years of age, sixteen between two and twelve, 
forty-nine between twelve and thirty—of these forty-nine deaths, thirty- 
six were due to diseases of the lungs. In this same locality the under- 
takers verified this statistical information by the statement that most of 
the coffins purchased by the mill people were for young boys and girls.’’ 


United States Government reports show ‘‘Female operatives have a 
decidedly higher death rate than non-operatives. This is most marked 
in respect to tuberculosis; the death rate of female operatives from this 
cause being in general more than twice that of non-operatives, and in 
some of the age groups running up many times as high. Thus in the age 
groups fifteen to twenty-four, twenty-five to thirty-four, and thirty-five 
to forty-four, the death rates from tuberculosis per thousand were respect- 
ively two and one-fourth times, two and one-half times, and five times 
those among women of the same age group outside of the cotton industry.”

South Georgia to Butcher 
Hogs by Phone Tinkle 
And Engine Screech 


BY JAMES E. DOWNING, 
In Charge of Boys’ Pig Clubs. 

Uniquely combining the rural phone and 
the locomotive whistle, the local United 
States weather bureau is making arrange- 
ments for rendering a service of particular 
value to the farmers of south Georgia at 
butchering time next winter. The object of 
this special service is to enable the farmer 
who has hogs to butcher to know when he 
will have cool weather for it. Every win- 
ter there are large quantities of meat lost 
because of warm weather conditions which 
the farmer is unable to avoid. The raising 
of hogs for. meat purposes in South Georgia 
is @ gamble on the weather more than any 
one thing. The bureau hopes to furnish the 
farmer with advance information which he 
can take advantage of. 

Farmers and producers in other sec- 
tions of the United States find the weather 
bureau a valuable aid. The alfalfa farmer 
keeps his eye on the weather when he has a 
large tract of grass cut that is curing. The 
truck farmer keeps on the lookout for show- 
ers at seasons of the year wnen he is plant- 
ing. Farmers have come to find it pays to 
keep in touch with the weather by means 
of the forecasts, but the service about to be 
perfected for the farmers of South Georgia 
is probably the most unique of all. In other 
words, there is probably not another section 
of the country where the office of the weath- 
er bureau has rendered a service of this char- 
acter. It is therefore all the more interest- 
ing to Know something of the manne~ in 
which these people will be served and just 
how it will be of untold value to them.

University Trustees Say 
Church Forced Separation. 
Chancellor Kirkland and 
Old Board Re-Elected. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 16.—That the 
general conference of the Southern 
Methodist church, meeting recently at 
Oklahoma City, have voluntarily termi- 
nated its relations with Vanderbilt 
university and voluntarily renounced 
all rights it had, or may nave, directly 
or through any agencies to confirm the 
election of members of the board of 
trust of the universitv. and that it is 
now the right and duty of the board of 
trust to fill vacancies in its body with- 
out requesting or receiving the con- 
firmation of the general conference or 
any of its agencies, is the sense of a 
resolution adopted by. today’s meeting 
of the board. 

Litigation Is Reviewed. 

The resolution recites the litigation 
between the college of bishops and 
the board of trust recently decided by 
the Tennessee supreme court, setting 
out that the court held that the board 
of trust elected its own members but 
that such electfons should be confirmed 
by the general conference, acting 
through the general board of education, 
but that such right of cenfirmation 
would cease in the event that the gen- 
eral conference should at any time sur- 
render, or renounce that right or the 
relations decreed to be existing, or if 
it should at any time cease to co-oper- 
ate with the university, or if it should 
at any time contumaciously refuse to 
confirm members elected by the board. 
The resolution makes various un- 
friendly actions taken by the general 
conference at Oklahoma City as justifi- 
eation for the board’s course, declaring 
that the general conference “has ceased 
and refused to co-operate with the 
unjversity or with this board as the 
said decree of court contemplated and 
provided should be done if the relation 
‘was to be continued, and has thereby 
terminated any and all right of con- 
firmation it had under said decree or 
otherwise,” 

Board Not Responsible. 

The resolution further states: 

“That this board is not responsible 
for the present situation, for that prior 
to the institution of said suit it never 
refused to submit for confirmation the 
names of new members elected: by it; it 
never submitted a name that was not 
worthy of confirmation, orethat was re- 
jected; it did not begin the litigation, 
but ceontended only when compelled to 
do so as defendant; and for that its 
contentions in the regrettable litiga- 
tion which the general conference di- 
rected against the university and this 
board were sustained and approved by 
the unanimous opinion of the supreme 
court of the state; and, 

“That the direction given by the gen- 
eral conference to the general board of 
education to exercise the right of con- 
firmation until the transfer and con- 
veyance ordered to be made to certain 
annual conferences _~ shall have 
perfected and executed does not pre- 
vent the action of the general confer- 
ence hereinbefore recited from operat- 
ing to determine and put an end to the 
relations between the general confer- 
ence and the university existing prior 
to such action; and, 

“That alls relations 
university and the general 
were voluntarily terminated by the ac- 
tion of the general conference, and, 
fecause of such action, have ceased and 
ended, as the said decree of court de- 
clared should result from such volyn- 
tary action or from failure of co-opera- 
tion on the part of the general confer-

It was dedicated in the 
beginning of its history to the union 
of education and religion, and proposes 
in the future, as in the past, to make 
the upbuildiing of character its chief 
task. The resolution expressed a will- 
ingness to continue appropriations to 
the theological department.

right of the United 
States under said treaty, or otherwise, 
with respect to the sovereignty over 
the ownership, control, or management 
of said canal, the regulation of the 
condition or charges of traffic*through 
the same.”
